Dorn Fights 
Tax Increase 
For Medi-Cal 


Board of Supervisors re¬ 
cently commended Super¬ 
visor Warren Dorn for his 
battle against a state senate 
amendment which woujd 
cost county taxpayers “at 
least” an additional 4.5 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation. 

Dorn flew to Sacramento 
to attend an emergency 
meeting of the County Sup¬ 
ervisors Association of Cali¬ 
fornia, of which he is a vice 
president. 

Following a meeting with 
the governor’s staff, Dorn 
announced that Governor 
Reagan had joined in oppos¬ 
ing the measure, which 
would shirt to local prop¬ 
erty owners an estimated $22 
millioin' in state Modi-Cal 
ocsts. 

Dorn charged that the 
Senate Finance Committee 
had “broken an agreement” 
with the counties when it 
decided that local govern¬ 
ments must pick up half of 
a $44 million increase In 
certain additional hospital 
costs now paid by the state. 

“This is a struggle for 
home rule. We can ill afford 
to allow Washington or Sac¬ 
ramento to dictate terms of 
home rule agreements,” 
added Dorn.

Assembly Speaker Unxuh 
anid various other legislators 
“did a tremendous job in op¬ 
posing the measure,” which 
will now go before the full 
senate, then to the assem¬ 
bly.

My heart really bleeds for Sheriff Peter J. Pitchess 
in his fight with the County Supervisors in an attempt 
to add additional personnel to his department. 

Supervisor Bonelli stated that the Sheriff might regret 
the day that he attempted to take his case directly to 
the people, and that the Sheriff would probably do more 
harm than good to his cause. Supervisor Bonelli empha¬ 
tically said, "This is not the right approach.” 

We agree with the Supervisor, the right approach to 
the people is not the solution to an increase in personnel 
problem. The people of Los Angeles County, and more 
especially the Taxpayers of Sierra Madre are certainly in 
no frame of mind to see their taxes increased. 

Before we could tolerate a tax increase, especially in 
the Sheriff’s Department, we would like to see the Sheriff 
and his associates make some sort of attempt to cut the 
expenditures of his department. 

Here in Sierra Madre we are deeply concerned with 
the “Sheriff’s newly organized Mountain Search and Rescue 
Team.” This team will be, and is quite costly to tlie 
County of Los Angeles, and since we have a great many 
organized teams who, have in the past done a tremendous 
job of handling all the affairs of Search and Rescue, we 
ask both the Sheriff and the Los Angeles County Board 
of Supervisors . . . “Is this phase necessary to the county, 
and are not the Taxpayers paying for a job that other men 
have dedicated their time and their lives to fulfill? 

Sheriff Pitchess seems to take argument with Bonelli 
on the grounds that Bonelli stated that the total of the 
law enforcement personnel totals 12,621 or a ratio of 
one police officer to every 554 of the County’s citizens, 
and that this is nearly twice as much as the national 
average of one police officer for every 1,000 population 
as recommended by the FBI. 

Whether this personnel is available for direct police 
services is not the point. Maybe the point might be that 
this area should be preened down and transfers made into 
the area of law enforcement, rather than administrative. 

Of course Sheriff Pitchess carries on about his 1.3 
per one thousand that he has, and the 1.84 that the City 
of Los Angeles has, but he says nothing about the 1.25 
that Sierra Madre possesses or are allowed. 

I just Wonder how the figures might stack up If we 
took all of the Police Officers of the entire county and 
then come up with a figure per one thousand. Sometimes
